Edison Company Plans Dis¬ 
tribution During Present 
Year Of $17,.jt)(),()<)().0{» 

The Southern California Kdison 
Company will be instrumental in 
distribution of approximately $17,- 
500,000 in its territory durinf^ 
1933 in new construction expendi¬ 
tures, operation and maintenance, 
taxes and payrolls, according to 
the announcement yesterday of 
Harry J. Bauer, chairman. The 
company's board of directors, he 
said, has approved the budget 
and the new business program 
for the new year. The total of 
$17,.')00,000 to be distributed is 
exclusive of bond interest and 
other payments for the use of 
capital. 

Funds of the 1933 budget for 
payroll, operations and mainten¬ 
ance and new constniction, total¬ 
ing approximately ,$13,000,000 will 
be expended acording to require¬ 
ments in the 11 divisions com¬ 
prising Southern California Kdi- 
son Company territory in South¬ 
ern and Central California. These 
11 divisions include 28 geopraphic 
districts, where the bulk of the

With births exceeding deaths 
by a wide margin, the death rate 
reduced to a "most unusually 
low” record, and the rate of con¬ 
tagious disease cases remaining 
at a low level, Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty enjoyed an era of health which 
is thought to be unequalled any¬ 
where else in the nation. Dr. 
Pomeroy states in a tentative 
vital statistics report for the year 
1932. The report covers all the 
unincorporated area of the county 
and 3,5 cities under contract for 
service fnmi the county health 
department, exclusive of the 
cities of Los Angeles, Long Beach 
and Pasadena. 

Births numbered 10,054 during 
1932 while the number of deaths 
was computed to be 7,413, an ex- 
ce.ss of 25 per cent more births 
than deaths, it was reported. The 
death rate declined to 9.3 deaths 
per thousand population last year 
from a rate of 9.9 during 1930. 
The county death rate is esti¬ 
mated to be more than 20 per 
cent below the average for the 
re.st of the United States.
